To  co-ordinate  and  make  more  effec- 
tive use  of  existing  instructional  aids  and 
services,  an  Instructional  Media  Centre 
has  been  established  under  the  imme- 
diate jurisdiction  of  Dr.  John  H.  Sword, 
Executive  Vice-President  (Academic) 
and  Provost. 

The  first  phase  of  the  establishment  of 
the  IMC  includes  the  integration  of  the 
OflBce  of  the  Co-ordinator  of  Media  Ser- 
vices, the  Scarborough  College  Tele- 
vision Centre,  and  the  Media  Resource 
Unit  in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science 
and  Engineering.  Scarborough,  which 
has  several  studios  and  extensive  film- 
making  equipment,  and  Engineering’s 
Media  Resource  Unit  have  been  the 
largest  producers  of  visual  teaching  aids 
in  the  University. 

Director  of  the  Centre  is  Douglas 
Todgham,  Co-ordinator  of  Media  Ser- 
vices. Prof.  R.  D.  Rogers,  who  has  been 
chairman  of  the  Educational  Communi- 
cations Unit  at  Scarborough,  is  in  charge 
of  programming  for  the  IMC,  and  Wil- 
liam Somerville,  previously  supervisor  of 
the  Media  Resource  Unit,  is  in  charge  of 
production  and  media  services. 

The  Presidential  Advisory  Committee 
on  Instructional  Media,  which  recom- 
mended the  setting-up  of  the  IMC,  had 
this  to  say  about  the  role  of  the  new 


Centre  in  the  general  area  of  teaching 
and  research  in  education  and  com- 
munications: 

“The  IMC  should  assist  members  of 
the  University,  both  staff  and  students, 
in  exploring  and  participating  in  the 
opportunities  afforded  by  the  new  and 
developing  technology  as  it  applies  to 
the  whole  educational  process  — teach- 
ing and  learning,  storage  and  retrieval, 
production  and  ‘publication’. 

“The  Centre  should  promote  improved 
use  of  existing  instructional  aids  and 
other  teaching  facilities  amongst  the 
various  divisions  and  departments  of  the 
University. 

“The  Centre  should  keep  abreast  of 
new  ideas  and  new  developments  in  the 
field  of  educational  communications  and 
provide  initiative  within  the  University 
and  throughout  the  Province. 

“Faculty  and  student  participation  are 
essential  to  the  development  of  this  sys- 
tem, at  every  level.  Teaching  divisions 
should  be  encouraged  to  find  sufficient 
faculty  time  for  the  preparation  of  in- 
structional media  materials  whenever 
possible.” 

IMC  officially  came  into  being  on 
July  1.  Until  accommodation  can  be 
found  for  a fully-established  Centre, 
headquarters  will  be  Mr.  Todgham’s 
office  in  Simcoe  Hall. 


Chancellor  Omond  M.  Solandt,  Prof. 
Marshall  McLuhan  and  Prof.  Emeritus 
Robert  D.  Defries  were  among  12  distin- 
guished Canadians  who  last  week  were 
made  Companions  of  the  Order  of  Can- 
ada. Retired  Prof.  Raymond  Parker  will 
receive  the  Medal  of  Service  of  the  Order. 

Dr.  Solandt,  who  is  also  chairman  of 
the  Science  Council  of  Canada,  was 
elected  to  his  first  three-year  term  as 
Chancellor  in  1965  and  was  re-elected  in 
1968.  He  has  had  a brilliant  career  in  re- 
search and  industry. 

Prof.  McLuhan,  director  of  the  Centre 
for  Culture  and  Technology  and  professor 
of  English  at  St.  Michael’s  College,  is  an 
authority  on  communications  and  has 
been  described  in  the  press  as  “an  elec- 
tronic age  philosopher”. 

Dr.  Defries,  a physician,  director  eme- 
ritus and  consultant  of  Connaught  Medi- 
cal Research  Laboratories,  joined  CMRL 
in  1915  and  for  15  years  until  his  retire- 


ment in  1955  was  director  of  the  School 
of  Hygiene.  During  his  administration 
Connaught  carried  out  a “crash”  program 
for  the  production  of  penicillin  after  its 
discovery  in  the  war  year  of  1940  and 
pioneered  the  production  of  the  original 
basic  materials  for  the  Salk  polio  vaccine. 

Prof.  Parker,  research  member  emeritus 
of  CMRL,  was  directly  responsible  for  the 
culture  technique  which  made  possible 
the  mass  production  of  the  Salk  vaccine. 
Until  his  retirement  a year  ago  he  was 
also  professor  of  microbiology  in  the 
School  of  Hygiene. 

Two  others  associated  with  the  Uni- 
versity have  also  been  honoured.  The 
Most  Rev.  Howard  Clark,  recently  retired 
Primate  of  the  Anglican  Church,  who  has 
been  a lecturer  at  Trinity  College,  became 
a Companion,  and  Mrs.  Dora  Mavor 
Moore,  upon  whom  the  U of  T recently 
conferred  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Laws,  received  the  Medal  of  Service.

Mani  Aesma  and  Tony  Fagan  were 
given  special  mention  as  v.'as  Captain 
Hodge  of  the  Porte  Dauphine.
